^ Foreign Countries Appear to
Have Lost Art of Develop1ing Boxers of Ability.

So far an international boxing su-

premacy is concerned America still
leads the world, holding five world's
titles in the eight classes and possess-
ing more boxers of ability than any
other country on the globe. This superiorityin ring affairs has been
maintained despite the fact that boxingin Europe and Australia has made

N great strides in the last few years. It
is questionable if glove fighting has
ever been more popular in England
than at the present time, notwithstandingthe drawback of a paucity of
able fighters.
France also has maintained Interestin the roped square game and Belgiumhas advanced surprisingly, havingdeveloped several men of un%ooubted ability.
However, while they have plenty of

ambitious youngsters in the Old World
i eager to gain laurels in the ring, they

com to have lost the art of develop-
ing their fighters to a high standard of
excellence. Every boxer of class in
the old country who has been pitted
against an American opponent during
the last year suffered overwhelming
defeat.

They might
think they could, but they couldn't,
The big riv' rs must have their supply,
ami so must the big leagues. it is
tne law of nature. Nature just now
is working with more harmony than the
two baseball parties.
The big leaguers, it seems to me. have,

shown a broader vision in the very im-
portant matter than the minors and a

more conciliatory spirit In getting togetherfor an amicable arrange^)' nt foi
the good of all. Judge Dandls Itas
shown a keen insight Into this vital
question, just as he showed a shrewd
conception of what was best when be
reduced the number of world's series
games from nine to seven. And io his
hurts to solve It he hasn't the welfare

of the major* at heart a bit more than
that of the minors.
